day. The jury’s report was de- | 
scribed as critical of the East 
St. Louis Police Department. | 


“The report is not to an indi- 
vidual judge but to the circuit 
court of St. Clair county. As such | 
it is a public record,” Hoban 
said. ‘‘A grand jury has an ab- 
solute right to make public its 
findings when it has conducted | 
an investigation of a _ public 
agency.” 

Police Commissioner Russell 
T. Beebe and Capt. Trannie Polk 
of the East St. Louis Police De- 
partment were indicted by the 
jury for “palpable omission of 
duty:” 

They were accused of permit- | 
ting operation of a gaming house. | 
In addition, Polk was indicted 
on a charge of perjury. Hoban 
directed the jury’s investigation. 


Says He, Won’t Resign. 


Beebe said he did not intend | 
to resign his position. “I ask | 
all to withhold judgment until] I | 
can have my day in court,” he | 
said. “I know that not only will | 
a jury vindicate me but also that 
I can show Mr. Hoban’s real 
motive in indicting mc.” 

Beebe said that Hoban had 
“privately stated Je was going 
to remove me from my job as 
Police Commissioner, one way 
or another, as | was in his way. 
A publicity-mad and power-hun- 
gry state’s attorney can indict 
any public official for ‘not do- 
ing’ his duty in the way the 
state’s attorney might say it 
should be done.”’ 

Hoban said he would appear 
before Judge Carter Monday, if 
that date is agreeable to the 
judge, to explain why he _be- 
lieves the report should be made 
public. The judge invited Hoban 
yesterday to make such an ex- 
planation.

Land-Grant Colleges and State 
Universities, were established to pro- 
vide substantial equality of educational 
opportunity of the highest quality at 
the college Jevel throughout the nation. 

The quality. of their. educational of- 
ferings is beyond‘dispute. Substantial- 
ly more than half of al] doctoral de- 
grees in all fields in the United States 
are awarded by the 93 Land-Grant Col- 
leges .and. State. Universities repre- 
sented in our two Associations, though 
they enroll only:about 27 per cent of 
the U.S, student body. 

A recent.survey showed ,that the 
state universities. outrank any other 
group .gr.type of,.institutions in the 
United..States other than the handful 
of members of the “Ivy League” in 
the ratio of their alumni in Who’s Who 
in: America—one index of the quality 
of their education, 

Since there is little correlation be- 
tween intellectual ability of the stu- 
dent and family income, the American 
public college or university must not 
become a device to reverse our historic 
trend away from a class society. We 
should continue to open wider doors of 
opportunity for students of genuine 
ability without regard to income status. 

If we do less than this, we will be- 
tray our youth and our nation in a 
time of greatest need.

Reasons for Relaxation. 

This estimate of the shield is 
reflected in the behavior of the 
European members of NATO. 
The French army is in Algeria. 
The Germans have made haste 
slowly with their army. The 
smaller countries are fairly well 
relaxed. Why? Because they do 
not believe that the Russians 
will invade Europe and they are 
glad to hear Mr. K. keep on say- 
ing so. 

At the same time they are 
very sure that the NATO estab- 
lishment would not be much 
good if the Russians did invade 
Europe. What they are relying 
upon is the over-all balance of 
power and the hope that under 
Mr. K. the U.S.S.R. has taken 
a decisive turn away from 
Stalin. 

Conceivably they are right. In 
any event, there is no use our 
acting as if what we thought 
10 years ago when we were the 
sole protectors of Wéstern Eu- 
rope is now and always the un- 
changeable truth. 


A Series of Summits. 


The conflict between East and 
West cannot be ended by a 

“‘settlement.’’ It can only be out- 
lived through a long and very 
cautious and gradual process of 
accomodation. 

This is the sense of the pro- 
posal to have a series of summit 
meetings, to keep on talking and 
negotiating, trying for small 
gains and avoiding grandiose 
showdowns. It is a sign that the 
alliance has matured and is see- 
ing things as they are. 


The meetings in Paris have 
made it even plainer than it was 
before how much the times have 

- changed since NATO was found- 
ed 10 year ago and Gen. Eisen- 
hower was its supreme com- 
mander. The United States is no 
longer the undisputed leader of | 
the Western alliance. We are, of 
course, listened to respectfully, 
but our views do not prevail 
because we express them.

Before and ‘ih’ World War 
II, the Nazis instituted fétced 
labor in many Krupp ’ plants’ 
Thousands of the laborers were 
Jews. 

The agreement ‘signed today 
holds that any” Jew’ who can’ 
prove to the claims conference 
that he was forced to work in 
a Krupp factory will receive; 
a $1190. 

A spokesman said Krupp’ de. 
cided on the action in an effort 
to help “heal the wounds: guf- 
fered during the war.” It said 
it was not recognized by Krupp 
as legally binding. 

After World War II a Unitedl 
States tribunal sentenced Krupp 
to 12 years in prison for war 
crimes. His property was con- 
fiscated. He was pardoned: in 
1951 and his property returned. 

Under terms of. a 1954 agree-, 
ment, Krupp was given five 
years to sell most-of his coal 
and steel holdings. This term 
recently was extended for a year 
because Krupp said he could 
find no suitable buyers. It ig 
expected the Allies soon will 
drop the demand altogether. .

day reversed Gov. Orville L. 
Freeman’s closing of the strike- 
bound Wilson & Co. meat pack: | 
ing plant at Albert Lea, Minn. 

Three judges decided unani- 
mously that the company.was 
entitled to reopen its plant, 
closed since Dec. 11 when Gov. 
Freeman sent National Guard 
troops to preserve order. 

Freeman and the National 
Guard were enjoined from in- 
terfering with the company’s | 
right to have “free and un- 
limited access to and egress 
from the plant and property.” 

The court, however, granted a 
stay of the injunction untij mid- 
night Sunday. 

Freeman announced the state 
would comply with the order. 
He asked representatives of 
union and management to meet 
with him at 10 a.m. tomorrow | 
“to arrange for an orderly re- 
sumption of operation’ at the 
plant. | 

Freeman ordered out the Na- 
tional Guard after two days of 
violence involving striking pick- 
ets and non-union workers. 

“At the time the Governor de- 
clared martial law,”’ the couri 
said, *‘the local government of 
the city of Albert Lea and the 
county of Freeborn was func- 
tioning. The courts were open, 
the citizens were moving freely 
in and about their daily pursuits 
without danger, except those who 
desired to continue with their | 
work for plaintiff (Wilson and 
Co.).

The Nazis, attacking with 250,000 troops and 1000 tanks 
through the Allied “rest camp” area in the Ardennes, 
achieved complete tactical surprise. 


Acting Commander Anthony (Old Crock) McAuliffe 
and the l0ist Airborne Division were rushed 300 
miles by truck to Bastogne. There, strongly sup- 
ported by elements of the United States Ninth‘ and 
Tenth Armored Divisions, McAuliffe held the vital 
Belgium road center against frantic German break- 
through efforts. The enemy couldn’t by-pass him. 
They had to destroy his force to go on. And if they 
couldn’t go on their cause was lost. 


It was a bloody battle fought in a frigid hell. The 
United States forces cheerfully gave the map code name 
“Merry Christmas” to the 20-square-mile area they held 
that blocked the gigantic German advance. 

By Dec. 22, McAuliffe and his 10,000 men Were sur- 
rounded by seven Nazi divisions and outnumbered four to one. 


Through the morning gloom four German soldiers carry- 
ing a white flag trudged up to an outpost three miles 
south of Bastogne. They carried a message which said: 

“The fortune of war is changing. . . . There is only 
one possibility to save the encircled U.S.A. troops from 
total annihilation; That is the honorable surrender of the 
encircled town. 


“If this proposal should be rejected, one German artillery 
corps and six heavy A.A. battalions are ready to annihilate 
the U.S.A. troops in and near Bastogne. ... 

“All the serious civilian losses caused by this artillery 
fire would not correspond with the well-known American 
humanity.” 

The four Germans, blindfolded by their own truce flag, 
were handed McAuliffe’s quickly scrawled reply: 

“To the German commander: 

*‘Nuts! 

“The American commander.” 

When one of the Germans who spoke English complained 


fie didn’t understand the message, he was told it meant 


to hell,” He said he understood this, and the four

The battle raged on for more than four days and 


: four nights until an armored column from. Gen. George 


Patton’s Third Army broke through and lifted the siege. 

But the heroes of Bastogne always insisted they had 
never been rescued—and no rescue was ever necessary. 

“The whole thing was just our dish,” said McAuliffe. 
“We were giving the Gegmans the licking of their lives.” 

“Old Crock,” a square-jawed, 5-foot-5 soldier who weighed 
only 135 pounds, performed heroically before and after the 
Bastogne siege. After the war he rose steadily in the 
service until he retired in 1956 as a full general commanding 
the United States Army in Europe. He is now a vice 
president of the American Cyanamid Co. 


Although over the years he had to tell the 
Bastogne story so often he shuddered when anyone 
at a cocktail party passed the nuts, he now is recon- 
ciled to the word “Nuts!” A modest man, ‘he feels 
it was his spur-of-the-moment choice of this odd 
one-word classic answer that helped send him later 
up the Army ladder. 


At the time of the Bastogne siege he wore a brigadier’s 
star, but his permanent rank was that of colonel. Last

No reasonable viewer, to be 
sure, would approve of a close- 
up of a player’s writhing in pain 
on the field. But short of such 
extremes that should be barred 
on the basis of ordinary good 
sense the promoters who control 
sports attractions are rather 
foolish in trying to censor oc- 
currences that in themselves are 
newsworthy. : 

But the more basic foolish- 
ness is a situation in which the 
sports promoters themselves 
control the coverage of their 
contests. networks and 
stations in the past have grant- 
ed them the power is, in itself, 


puzzling. 

Certainly, the viewer is not 
fooled by the hapless commen- 
tator who must function under a 
reserve clause, When two inept 
has-beens or forlorn novices 
stumble around the prize ring 


and the official observer cheer- 


fully insists that the bout is an. 


entrancing divertissement, no set 
owner is fooled by such loyal 
shilling. When an egg is being 
scrambled it’s quite a trick to 
insist the shell is whole. ‘ 
Professional sports, admitted- 
ly, are a business, but at the 
same time they also are news. 
Sports fans would seem entitled 
to have at ringside or on the 
50 - yard line a chap who is 
present on their behalf, not the 
promoter’s. If nothing else, the 
existing system can be most 
unfair to conscientious sports- 
casters. They are put in’ much 
the same position as the cub 
reporter who proverbially didn’t 
file a story on the big wedding 
because the bride failed to show 
up. If a pro football game 
doesn’t follow the script, noth- 


. ing’s happened on TV. 


Sports commentators and the 
directors who call the camera 
“shots” should be left alone to 
use normal good news judg- 
ment. An honest reportorial 
account of an event occurring 
in a public arena would not 
seem something to be feared; 
actually, it would seem rather 
attractive evidence that a sport 
is run strictly on the up and up. 

Viewers who tune in next 
Sunday’s championship game 
between the Baltimore Colts 
and the New York Giants no 
doubt will be watching with 
particular interest the tossing 
of the coin in midfield. Now 
that TV’s reform wave has led 
to public announcement that 
this ceremony is performed 
long before game time, does it 
mean that the Christmas sea- 
son is losing one of its tradi- 
tional pantomimes?
